Stonington isa place of much enterprise 
—every man appears to have something to 
do; here are Mechanics, Merchants and 
Agents—here may be found yankee energy 
and ingenuity, and like most places with 
the same elements of character, Aere may 
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be found, with all their concomitants, wine 
and women. 

In this place there are two Baptist chur- 
ches; the first under the pastoral watch- 
care of Rey. A. G. Patmer ; this church is 
in a state of pruning, and hence we exvect 
a state of prosperity. The other is the 
colored ; Rev. L. Buiack 1s pastor; this 
church was organized nearly two years 
since, at which time they numbered eight 
only—the Holy Spirit has been with them 
in the conviction and conversion of sinners, 
and they now number twenty-eight. The 
field here opening is exceedingly promis- 
ing ; they find their walls too straight for 
the accommodation of the multitude who 
rush to hear “the word preached,” and 
they are now making an effort to enlarge 
This church is 
one well worthy the patronage of our Do- 
mestic Missionary Society ; the church is in 
want of help, and should have it, from the 
fact that she makes every sacrifice to help 
herself. Besides these two Baptist, there 
is a Methodist, a Congregational, and an 
Episcopalian in this place, all of which I 
believe are tee-total churches, with but a 
single exception. 

If you will pass with me to the North 
part of the town, about six miles distant, we 
will enter a smal/,\ut as beautiful a country 
village as can be found in the eastern part 
of the “nutmeg state,’—the village of 
Milltown.” There are in this village two 
churches, ene Baptist, the other Congrega-

for each other, these two churches unite in

dwell together in unity.” 

There are three Baptist churches in 
“North Stonington.” The first is situated 
on* Pendleton Hill,” about five miles north 
of “Milltown.” This church was consti- 
tuted in 1743, and occupies no mean place 
in the early history of the Stonington Un- 
ion Association.” This church has been 
destitute of an under shepherd for the past 
year—the people are not yet all converted 
—who will be that good minister of Jesus 
Christ to break to them the bread of life for 
the year to come ? 

The Second church is four miles distant 
from the frst, and two from the third, in 
an easterly direction. This church was 
constituted 1793; Rev. Thomas H. Barber 
is their present pastor. 

The churches in this quarter, with many 
others, during the present century, have 
become famous for their change of pastors. 
The minister scarcely has time to become 
acquainted with the inhabitants—the best 
channels of approach to certain families 
and individuals—than, from the restive,ag- 
itating and singularly uneasy disposition of 
some, he deems it expedient to remove—dis- 
solve his connection with that people, and 
haste toancther; if he can find them, less 

subject to the notional. 

One of the churches of which we have 
spoken, has been favored with the talents 
of TEN different clergymen, and that in the 
short space of fourteen years. It is time 
the churches awaken to this thing. The 
churches are becoming fickle and fastidi- 
ous——we need reform in these matters—we 
deem it the duty of all in the church of 
Christ to guard sacredly against every to- 
ken of departure from the ancient “Jand- 
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quent changes are injurious to both parties, 
but especially so to the church. 

From a little enquiry, 1 find that in the 
Stonington Union Association there will be 
no less than 7 changes, and nearly ag many 
in the New London, the present year. 

“How changeful are all things below, 
How false, and yet how fair.” 

One or two of the churches in this region 
are laboring under the disabilities of a 
gnawing deb:. This is a cause of death to 
many of the Baptist churches in New Eng- 
land—we hope the time will speedily come 
when churches will not erect, in their pride, 
what they cannot pay for at their pleasure. 
Many churches have struggicd on from 
year to year under acrushing debt, endeavy- 
oring to sustain “the word preached,” and 
their existence, unti! at last they have yield- 
ed to necessity, and died the victims of an 
incurable consumption. 

There is but little said, and I fear but 
little felt, upon the subject of religion, in 
these parts. Passing as | do from one 
village to another—from one church to an- 
other—I find that holiness ef heart, its at- 
tainment and effect, is far distant from the 
mind. Do you ask, what is the absorbing 
topic? I reply, it is that bewitching, giit- 
tering “California Gold.” How strange it 
is that men will live unmindful of the gold 
of eternity, and rash headlong for the tin- 
sel of time. 

Who has not heard of E.per Asner Mt- 
NER, for an age the pastor of the Second 
Baptist church in North Stonington ! “His 
praise is in all the charches.” He died as 
he lived, full of faith and the Holy Ghost. 
It was my privilege a few days since to vis- 
it the secluded spot where rest the mortal 
remains of Elder M. and the companion of 
his life. The spot was selected hy the El- 
der himself; it is nearly a quarter of a mile 
from the main road, and upon the summit 
of avery bigh hill, which commands a view 
of the surrounding country for several miles 
—a spot, doubtless, consecrated by his fer- 
vent and continued appeals to heaven’s 
throne, during the days of his health and 
life. Here may be seen two white slabs, 
marking the resting place of the dead. I 
pencilled the following from these passion- 
less monitors of man’s frailty :

Neither of these graves are enclosed, 
but stand exposed to the tramping of cattle 
and the disposition of those into whose 
hands the land may yet fall. Itis far bet- 
ter to have connected with every village 
one common burial place, rather than for 
every family to have one on their own farms 
or premises. The time may come when 
all recollection of the dead will give place 
to avarice and ambition—the stones be re- 
moved, the graves ploughed over, the seed 
scattered, and the spot now sacred to kin- 
dred and friends become, as in instances 
we might name, common with the rest.— 
We hope the people still residing in this 
region—who in days past hung with delight 
on the good man’s lips—will see it their 
duty to enclose these graves by a good sub- 
stantial wall; the materials are abundant 
and at hand throughout all Stonington.

Was St. Peter ever at Rome? 


The North British Review for Novem- 
ber, just received, has a most elaborate and 
learned article on the above question,which 
thoroughly exposes one of the many ground- 
less assumptions of the Romish church.—

“To remain passive spectators of such 
an aggression, would be mistaking indiffer- 
ence for tolerance, and culpable laxity for 
Christian forbearance. It is true, Rome 
believes, or feigns to believe, in the exist- 
ence of that laxity and indifference among

The intelligence by the Niagara, which 
was noticed last week, presents the Pope 
in a more humiliating attitude than he has 
been in since the days of the incarceration 
of one of his predecessors by Napoleon.—

But little was he aware that the door of 
freedom he had slightly opened, could not 
be shut—nor that every effort to limit the 
aperture would meet with resistance, and 
nothing short of the full and entire width 
would satisfy the eager curiosity he had 
awakened. But to his utter astonishment 
he has found this to be the case with him- 
self. From the first modification of his 
government in the admissison of laymen 
into his cabinet, and the partial removal of 
restrictions from the press, he has felt the 
impulse to be onward, defying resistance. 
Whenever he has attempted to make a 
pause, he has found himself compelled to 
advance, until in his recent position, when

A «Clergyman of London,” has addres- 
sed a letter to the Morning Post, which 
places the great Surplice Question in a 
somewhat new light, by reference to ‘ the 
pounds, shillings and pence aspect of the 
affair.”

The poor 
clergyman must pay for his own coat and 
his own gown, but the “paritanical, perse- 
cuting bigots” who quarrel with the sacer- 
dotal shirt, have to supply the surplice ;— 
ay, and to pay for the washing. Now, if 
a surplice can save the expense of purchas- 
ing a gown, or prevent its wearing out, 
here is an economical ground for the pref- 
erence, which we do not recollect to have 
seen before insisted upon.

A gown is some- 
times convenient as covering rents and 
patches ; but it looks ill, as does a charac- 
ter, when it gets rusty. We think there is 
something reasonable in the London Cler- 


upon the pre:cher’s sporting either black, 
or white, or red, should provide the costume 
accordingly. * * After all,” he remarks, 
‘* the black coat is now what the black gown 
used to be,—the ordinary costume of a cler- 
gyman who was an academician.”

It is as well, however, 
that the fact should be generally under- 
stood; that a black coat is quite as cleri- 
cal a dress as a black gown ;—that it is, in 
fact, what the black gown used to be—a 
preacher’s full dress; and that good taste 
and perfect propriety require nothing more 
than that a public teacher, pastor, or lec- 
turer, should appear before his auditory, 
dressed in the best of his usual and proper 
apparel,—even though it were but a clean 
smock-frock.

Nine Pin Alleys and Billiard Tables. 

The Report of a committee of the Common 
Council on the subject of Billiard Tables and Nine 
Pin Alleys, has just been published, signed by 
Charles Shepard, chairman of the counmuittee. Mr. 
Shepard is an alderman, and since this subject 
came up in the Council, has taken some pains to 
ascertain the number of alleys and billiard tables 
in the city. The enquiry originated in a petition 
to the Common Council for license to open anoth- 
er nine pin alley in North Main street. The Com- 
mittee reported against the petition, and proceed- 
ed to show the extent to which this business is car- 
ried in Hartford. ‘They state that there are four 
alleys in the basement cf the “Clinton House,’ ’four 
in the rear of the “Crystal,” three in the rear of the 
** Washington House,” two in the rear of the 
“Globe,” two in the rear of the “Climax,” two in 
the basement of the “Astor House,” and two at 
“Cadwell’s” in Commerce street. None of these 
alleys have been licensed under the provisions of 
the act authorizing the same. They are all ac- 


cessible to visitors, and are supposed to be well 
patronized. From a careful estimate made by Al- 
derman Shepard, it issupposed that the earnngs 
of these alleys will amount to $26,761 50 per an- 
num, making a sum considerably more than the 
whole annual city tax. “It is not believed that all 
who frequent these places of amusement are in the 
habit of drinking intoxicating liquors; yet those 
xempt from this custom constitute by far

visitors at these alleys are minors, and many others 


are illy able to sustain the expense of such amuse- 


ments. . ” 
The Committee also state, that in addition to the 


drinking establishments connected with these al- 
leys and billjard tables, there are about sirty other 
drinking houses, besides the licensed taverners, In 
this city. Two billiard tables are about being 
placed in the house known as the “Crystal ;” and 
at the billiard rooms opposite the City Hotel,where 
three tables are now stationed, preparations are 
being made for the introduction of three more.— 
They say also, ‘It may not be forgotten that from 
one room of this character, the ery of ‘Murder’ was 
heard on a recent occasion, owing, doubtless, to 
the infraction, by a stranger, of some of the rules 
regulating the sanitary recreation there pursued. 
The committee call upon the inhabitants of the ci- 
ty to exert themselves to lessen the number, and 
check the influence of the establishments, as an 
undoubted curse and blight upon the morals and 
welfare of the community.” 

These statements, we presume, would be found 
below the real truth, if the truth as it is, could be 
fully developed. A murder was committed in 
Springfield a few weeks since, very near a bowling 
alley, and it was found that the victim was Jast 
seen alive, engaged in rolling ninepins. The cry 
of murder was heard inthis city a few evenings 
since, from a ninepin or billiard establishment ; but 
as yet no movement has been made, further than 
the report above mentioned, to suppress the evils 
complained of. 

It is an undisputed fact, that dissipation is rap- 
idty on the increase in our city; and itis known 
that young men, respectable in their appearance 
and business, often go home at a late hour in.the 
night, in a state of intoxication. The nine pin al- 
leys and billiard tables are open to receive them, 
and they are rapidly forming habits from which 
they may never recover. It is time that some- 
thing was done to put a check upon these alarm- 


ing and increasing €vils.

Arrival of the Europa. 
FOURTEEN DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 


Louis Napoleon Bonaparte, President of the French 
Republic.—Abdication of the Emperor of Austria. 
—Flight of the Pope from Rome.— Promulgation 
of a new Prussian Constitution. 


The British Mail Steamer Europa, arrived at 
this port yesterday afternoon, after a tedious pas- 
sage of fifteen days. Head winds and heavy seas 
greatly retarded her progress. The E. was board- 
ed by the News Boy steamer at2P. M. Capt. 
Lott stopped his ship, and offered every facility to 
Commodore Bancker. The Europa brought 72 
passengers. 

+ a commercial point of view the news is favor- 
able. 

The steamer brought a draft of the postal con- 
vention concladed between Great Britain and the 
United States, for ratification by the U. 8. Senate. 
The news from the continent of Europe is high- 
ly interesting. Louis Napoleon is elected Presi- 
dent of the French Republic by an overwhelming 
majority of votes, as well in Paris as in the Prov- 
inces. The Emperor of Austria has abdicated in 
favor of his nephew. The Pope of Rome has taken 
refuge in the Neapolitan territory. The King of 
Prussia has dissolved his refractory Constituent 
Assembly, and promulgated a Constitution of his 
own manufacture. 

Lonpox, Dec. 15th —The accounts from the 
continent continue Satisfactory — confirming the 
good impressions produced yesterday. Men's 
minds have been much relieved by the peaceable 
result of the Presidential election in France, and 
whilst gloomy anticipations have been dispelled, a 
bright and hopeful view of the future is not only 
evidently now apparent, but there are indications 
of its spreading far and wide. The prospect, the 
more it is inquired into, is considered extremely 
satisfactory to say the least, and pleasing anticipa- 
tions of a return to active trade have sprung into 
existence upon what is generally admitted to be a 
firm basis. Already in France have symptoms of 
confidence, hope and revival of business shown 
themselves. At Havre, for instance, the cotton 
market was becoming more and more active and 
buoyant, in consequence of the result of the elec- 
tion. In Paris itself business of every description 
has been resumed with renewed and increased ac- 
tivity. Ina few days similar evidences will, it is 
hoped, be manifest here.
